SCISSONS CAPTURED. RHEEMS IN GREAT DAN­ 
GER. ADVANCE OF 15 MILES. 


(By the Associated Press) 
Sweeping forward in dense masses Germans have ad­ 
vanced fifteen miles in the center of their fine between 
Soisson8 and Rheims while on Allied left Soissons has fal­ 
len to them. Rheims on the right is in great danger, Ute 
Franco-British having retired there to within less than 
two miles of the City. Soissons fell to the Germans after 
fierce fighting in the city’s streets for several hours and 
the French at last reports were holding tenaciously to the 
western outskirts. In the center of a forty-five mile front 
where German progress has been greatest enemy forces 
are now near Loupeigne, four miles north of the river j 
Ourcq and twelve miles north of the Marne. The fighting 
is almost entirely on territory untouched by war since 
1914. 
Berlin in the latest report claims prisoners captured 
have been increased to 25,000. The enemy apparently has 
used up the larger part of his reserves in the offensive 
across the Aisne as they haven’t taken advantage of the 
movement here to strike on the northern front as might 
have been expected.

George Washington—“It is an old 
maxim that the surest way to make 
a good peace is to be prepared for 
war."

Benjamin Franklin—“We must In­ 
deed all hang together or, most as­ 
suredly, we will all hang separately.” 
James Monroe—“A defenseless posi­ 
tion and a distinguished love of peace 
are the surest invitaticns to war.” 
Andrew Jackson—“We shall more 
certainly preserve peace when it is 
well understood that we axe prepared 
for war.” 
Robert Morns—"The enemy will 
ask for peace only when we are in s 
position vigorously to prosecute war.” 


Liberty Loane of Other Days. 
Robert Morris, Superintendent of 
Finance in the American Revolution, 
in a circular to the governors of the 
states on October 19, 1781, wrote: 
"It Is not by the brilliant successes 
of war, the splendor of conquest or 
the shouts of victory that a wise min­ 
istry are to bo affected. Tho super!, 
erity of national resources Ie the sure 
ground on which to hope for success, 
and that superior resource, steadily 
and perseveringly applied, must even- 
tually attain Its object 
"It is possible that we are near the 
close of this war, and perhaps we are 
only in the middle of i t But It the 
war should continue, we have lo 
blame ourselves; for were these re­ 
sources celled Into action which we 
really po—oms, tho foreign enemies 
would soon lose ell hope and abandon 
their enterprise. 
"lf we do our duty now the war will 
soon be brought to a close; if not, it 
may last for many years, and whet 
will then bo its termination it ie not 
In our wisdom to foresee. The enemy 
will ask for peace only when we ere 
in a condition vigorously to prosecute 
the war. 
"It it nece—ary that we should be 
in condition to prosecute tho war with 
ease before we can expect to lay down 
our arms with security, before we can 
treat of peace honorably, and before 
we can conclude it with advantage. 
"Between opposition and submission 
there is no middle line. The idea of 
■nbmi—lon is, and ever ought to be, 
rejected with disdain. 
Opposition, 
therefore, becomes a matter of neces­ 
sity, end that opposition involves 
expense. 
"It remains only to provide men 
and money, and to mako that pro­ 
vision aa early aa po—ibis, for the old 
adage that 'he wha gives early doubles 
thereby bin gift,' can never be more 
applicable then en the present occa­ 
sion. For whatever may be the dif­ 
ferent opinions of different men, nil 
mast agree that the only way to se­ 
cure peace Ie to be prepared tor war." 


Our Fathers' Influence. 
Ae if to conclude the argument that 
web of today* should bood tho wisdom 
of our forefathers, that other great 
American, Abraham Lincoln, said: 
"I do not mean to say wa ara boned 
to follow implicitly In whatever our 
fathers did. To do so would bo to dis­ 
card all the llgbts of current experi­ 
ence—to reject all progress, all Im­ 
provement What I do say is that if 
wa would supplant the spintens and 
pelicy af our fathers In any case, we 
should de ae upon evidence ae con­ 
clusive, and argument se clear that 
even their great authority, fairly can- 
sidered and weighed, cannet stand.1* 
With these words of great Ameri­ 
cans fresh in the mind who can my 
that the subscribing, and moreover, 
the over subscribing of the Third Lib­ 
erty Loan Is not the most important 
lh in a in al!

nothing more. And it will never be 
anything else. 
Its powers of cohe­ 
sion, reorganization and reconstruct­ 
ion are gone forever . 
“As a world-power Russia has 
ceased to exist, and all the talk about 
the great nation which has not yet 
been destroyed is simply sentimental 
rubbish. 
Tl.e nation no longer ex­ 
ists save as an inchoate mass. Res- 
idue-Russia may still have 100,000,- 
000 inhabitants. 
This looks stu­ 
pendous, but it contains no element 
of danger. The great resource add 
.eliance cf Russia used to be her ex- 
*>ort of grain. 
Residue-Russia does 
not possess this. All the talk of 
Russia’s inexhaustible resources is a 
legend.

ness for another. 
I haven't had an opportunity to 
get away from the Camp since I 
wrote you last, and there is such a 
sameness to the life here that there 
is really nothing of interest that I 
can write. 
While I think perhaps I 
am getting into my work some bet­ 
ter, I continue to wax fat on what I 
am doing, having gained four inches 
in 
waist 
measure 
and 
weighing 
156% pounds, 20 pounds more than 
my maximum weight at home, so 
you must know from this that I am 
neither being overworked nor under 
fed. 
I strolled away from the Camp 
one evening lest week and came to 
a farm house about dusk . This 
place, typical of this part of the 
country, consisted of four or five 
veiy old looking buildings, appa­ 
rently built of some kind of material 
resembling concrete, some of them 
covered with slate roofing, others 
thatch-roofed, it being 
almost im­ 
possible to determine that part of the 
structures used as the dwelling. 
I 
was attracted into one barn-yard by 
some very odd looking geese, and 
while looking at them, I noticed a 
large wire-covered cage swung from 
the limb of an apple tree. 
I sup­ 
posed this contained some kind of 
birds, bnt on further examination, 
found that the bottom was covered 
with blocks of cheese, this being a 
means of curing it, I presume. 
An Algerian (these people do a 
large part of the farm work here— 
they are French negroes) beckoned 
me to a building in which there were 
penned 15 or 20 of as fine hogs as I 
have ever seen, fed principally on 
slop hauled from our Camp. 
They 
had the color of a Chester 
White, 
but a finer hair, longer body, bigger 
bone, very large coarse ears, and a 
Berkshire nose. 
In another building a very feeble 
man was milking 6 or 8 of as fine 
cows as I ever saw. 
None of them 
would weigh less than HOO pounds 
and very 
closely resembled 
our 
Shorthorns. 
I have only seen one 
Jersey since I have been here, and 
she was in town. There are quite a 
few Herefords, and they are all fine, 
in fact, I haven’t seen a scub cow 
since I have been in France. While 
watching the old man, I think I dis­ 
covered the reason for this. 
After 
he had fed and milked, he proceeded 
to bed them down separately and as 
thoroughly as if 
they 
had 
been 
race horses. I judged from this that 
the reason I see cows weighing less 
than HOO pounds is that the farmers 
do not attempt to have many, but 
what they have are cared for in a 
manner unprecedented in our coun­ 
try . I have had a great curiosity to 
ascertain how he values these cows, 
but couldn’t parlez vous sufficiently 
to do so. This old man had a num­ 
ber of milk goats with udders they 
could hardly carry. 
Another thing which struck me 
as being unusual, is that I haven’t 
seen a horse in the country weighing 
under 1200 pounds, and most of 
them weigh much more—Normans, 
Percherons and Belgians and in 
splendid condition. 
It must be that 
the government has taken a hand in 
importing such horses 
and 
cattle. 
The French farmers use the two­ 
wheeled cart, and hitch their horses 
in tandem instead of in pairs, leading 
them instead of driving. I can't see 
any reason for this. 
In the middle of the farm build­ 
ings I mentioned, was a stagnant 
pond, and near it in a place to which 
water could be run from the pond 
was a large manure pile. JE suppose 
that water is allowed to run into 
this manure at intervals in order to 
rot it properly during the winter 
season and have It ready to be spread 
and plowed under in the spring.

"The Historic Monuments Commit­ 
tee has had a double task to per­ 
form,” says a report of the budget 
committee to the Chamber of Depu­ 
ties. 
Its first task has been the re­ 
moval of pictures, statues, stained 
glass and wood carvings; its second 
has been the protection, so far as 
possible, of what could not be re­ 
moved. 
"Thousands of works of art have 
thus been saved from 
destruction,

windows of the church of Thann. the 
mausoleum of Rene de Chalons, Li-

BRITISH MB FiEHCH 


London, April 14.— Serious loss 
resulted from the great battle in 
France is the ruin of great areas of 
land behind the old British lines, 
which were under cultivation by the 
army.

The Quakers had 
a large farm near Ham which was 
which they were sending ont auto* 
mobile tractors to plough land, were 
helping the returned peasants to re­ 
store their market-gardens, and were 
providing them with goats to replace 
the cattle taken by the enemy.

His Eye Sight Restored 
Signaller Will Rejoin 
Brave Anzac Comrades 


FgtST COMPLETE CUBE OF SHELL 
SHOCK 
RECORDED 
CASE OF THOMAS SKEYHILL, THE “BLIND SOLDIER 
POET/* WHO IS REAL PATRIOT. 


IN 


WASHINGTON, May 25.—The gas cloud, the bayonet thrust 
and the bullet wound have caused many a repetition in the war of 
the familiar story of the “Light that Failed." But among the thou­ 
sands of combatants whose blindness will never through their lives 
prove a poignant sacrifice is one who almost miraculously has recov­ 
ered his sight. And as an inspiring sequel to the story of his phys­ 
ical rehabilitation, the victim has announced his intention of going 
back to the trenches. 
It was in the fierce fighting before Gallipoli in 1915 that Thomas 
Skeyhill, a signaler in the Anzac forces, was instantly blinded by the 
blast of an exploding shell. Following a terrific bombardment from 
the Franco-British fleets that succeeded in silencing the Turkish forts 
at the entrance to the Dardanelles, thousands of Irish, Australians 
and New Zealanders with British and French troops landed in an ef­ 
fort to sweep past the defenses of the Peninsula and take Constanti­ 
nople. 
^ 
Signaler Loses Sight. 
The world knows the story. For nearly a year the allied forces 
strove valiantly to take defenses that proved impregnable. 
Thou­ 
sands of lives were sacrificed and many bodies were maimed by the 
withering fire that came from the foe*s positions on the hilltops. It 
was in December, 1915, just about a month before the allies carried 
out their splendidly successful evacuation that the light was taken 
from Skeyhill's eyes. 
Months of service had given Skeyhill a deep insight into the 
motives that had induced his comrades to sacrifice gladly their lives. 
Incapacitated for further fighting, he sought to preach the gospel of 
the allied effort from the lecture platform and through the press. 
Although barely over his majority—he enlisted at the age of 19— 
he soon became known as a powerfully effective lecturer. 
His 
speeches were instrumental in rallying hosts of Australia’s manpower 
to the colors of his verse, published under the title of “Soldiers* 
Songs of Anzac,’’ caused him to be popularly known through the 
Antipodes as the “blind soldier poet.*’ 
Recently he left Australia, where his name had become a house­ 
hold word, to come to America for a series of lectures in the inter­ 
ests of the Red Cross. 
His first addresses at San Francisco were 
heard by more than 150,000 people. He met with similar successes 
in Reno, Salt Lake City, Denver and finally in the national capital. 
Although suffering from his physical disabilities, Skeyhill an­ 
nounced his intention of inaugurating an individual drive with the 
object of raising a million dollars for the Red Cross. He had been 
afflicted with violent headaches for more than a month. 
In San 
Francisco he had been obliged to go to a hospital, in Reno he had 
bled nearty to death from hemorrages and in Washington he suf­ 
fered greatly from pains in his neck. 
Restored by Osteopathy. 
A Washington specialist found that the vertebrae at the base of 
Skeyhill’s neck had been dislocated in three places, presumably by 
shock that had blinded him. A simple osteopathic operation was 
n^ertaken, and as the vertabrae were snapped back into position 
the sight returned to the soldier’s eyes. 
It was explained by the 
physician that the displaced bone had impaired blood circulation and 
nerve connections with the eye centers of the brain. 
As the realization came to Skeyhill that the darkness that had 
hung over him for more than two years had been dispelled, he be­ 
came seized with an ecstatic joy that nearly unhinged his mind. His 
4 mind became a blank concerning the years that had elapsed since 
his injury, and he imagined himself back in the bayonet charge in 
which he was wrounded. His condition became so acute that he was 
removed to a hospital, but after a night's sleep he regained his men­ 
tal poise. 
Skeyhill immediately after the operation was able to see objects 
with perfect clarity, but for several days was afflicted with color 
blindness. This rapidly is disappearing, and his sight is expected to 
be as good as ever in a short time. His case is believed to be the 
first in which a complete cure of shell-shock has been effected. 
The soldier-poet will complete his work in the Red Cross drive, 
and then will try to rejoin his Anzac comrades in the trenches over­ 
seas.

enlistment will constitute the stud- 
en a amember of the army of the 
United States, liable to active duty 
at the call of the president It will, 
however, be the policy of the gov­ 
ernment not to call the members of 
the training units to active duty un­ 
til they have reached the age of twen 
ty-one, unless urgent military neces­ 
sity compels an earlier call. Stud­ 
ents under eighteen, and therefore 
not legally eligible for enlistment, 
will be encouraged to enroll in the 
training units.

officers’ training corps system, which 
exists in about one-third of the col­ 
legiate institutions, with this broad­ 
er plan.

This impression is altogether erron- 
eous. 
The men who are sent out 
will expect the same wages that any 
other person of the same class of la­ 
bor would requite for 
the 
service 
rendered. It must be borne in mind 
that this is merely shifting labor to 
meet emergencies and that it is pure­ 
ly a business proposition from start 
to finish. 
It is not a m atter of as­ 
sisting the individual. It is a m atter 
of saving the nation and its allies. 
This is a time that tests the effi­ 
ciency of democracy and absolute co­ 
operation is the only hope of suc­ 
cess. 
The department of labor can 
be useful only in so far as the par­ 
ties involved co-operate heartily with 
its efforts to make the adjustments 
necessary.

Jt is just as im portant th a t 
people at home do their part as it is 
for the boys in France to do this, 
and in the m atter of education the 
slacker teacher is just as bad as the 
army slacker. While 
Germany 
is 
even now making plans to renew the 
war twenty years hence, we must pre* 
pare to make the victory so 
over­ 
whelming that war will be impossible 
in the future. 
Besides pressing problems of to­ 
day the period of reconstruction th at 
must follow the war must be provid­ 
ed for and no other agency can meet 
this emergency as well as can the 
public schools of the nation. In con­ 
clusion he urged that every possible 
encouragement be given the boys 
now in France and th at they be giv- 
an the solid support of the country 
as they carry the stars and stripes 
over the top and head at last towards 
Berlin and final victory.
